There  is  so  much  numismatic  news  these  days  that  the  Hditor  feels  some  of  it  gets  lost 
in  the  fine  print  and  so  escapes  the  attention  of  the  collecting  fraternity.  We  believe  it  to  be 
our  public  duty  to  direct  the  attention  of  the  readers  of  this  publication  to  submerged  items 
of  current  new's  as  they  appear  in  the  numismatic  press  from  time  to  time. 

Without  question  the  most  interesting  numismatic  event  to  be  reported  this  year 
appeared  in  the  April,  1969  issue  of,  “COINS  — The  Magazine  of  (’oiii  C'ollecting", 
whose  home  is  “The  Coin  Collector’s  Capitol”.  For  the  benefit  of  the  newcomer  to  numis- 
matics, as  well  as  the  experienced  man  so  buried  in  his  specialty  that  the  march  of  events 
passes  right  over  his  head,  it  can  be  explained  that  the  Capitol  in  question  is  lola.  Wise. 
Anyone  who  didn’t  realize  that  lola,  W'isc.  had  risen  to  a position  of  such  importance  in 
World  Numismatics  had  better  keep  quiet  because  it  doesn’t  enhance  one’s  personal  prestige 
to  confess  ignorance  of  what  everybody  else  in  the  K.oin  Klub  accepts  as  common  knowledge. 

On  page  47  of  the  learned  journal  just  mentioned  we  encountered  a listing  of  three  of  the 
denominations  in  the  1968  FAQ  Vatican  set.  The  description  of  the  pieces  discloses  that  a new 
mint  has  been  established  in  Rome  by  the  firm  of  Monassi  Inc.  Under  each  of  the  three  de- 
nominations shown  it  is  stated  that  the  coins  were,  “Struck  by  Monassi  Inc.,  Rome”.  The 
columnist  then  goes  on  to  explain,  “TTie  designers  name  is  engraved  under  the  portrait  (of 
Pope  Paul  VI)  as  G.  Pirrone  with  the  company  name  Monassi  Inc,”  Unfortunately  no  other 
information  about  this  mint  is  given.  It  would  be  interesting  to  know  whether  the  Monassi 
Corporation  (i.  e.,  Monassi  Inc.)  is  willing  to  take  orders  for  all  types  of  coinage  or  whether 
its  facilities  are  open  only  to  the  Vatican  State.  If  any  of  our  readers  are  in  possession  of 
additional  information,  or  would  like  to  comment  about  the  Mint,  The  Editor  will  welcome 
correspondence.  It  may  be  of  help  to  students  if  we  give  the  names  just  mentioned  in  the  form 
in  which  they  appear  on  the  coins  themselves:  “G.  PIKKONF  - MONASSI  INC”. 

The  columnist  also  discloses  that  he  possesses  an  unusual  command  of  Latin.  He  writes 
that  the  portrait  on  these  coins  “is  surrounded  by  the  inscription  Paulus  VI  P(ontifcx)  Max- 
(imus)  A(nno)  VII,  meaning  Supreme  Pope  in  the  6th  year  of  his  rule”.  While  hesitating  to 
differ  with  such  a well  informed  person  as  the  columnist,  the  translation  of  “Pontifex  Maxi- 
mus” rather  worries  the  Editor,  After  examining  the  words  very  carefully  the  only  meaning 
he  can  get  out  of  them  is  “Biggest  Bridge  Builder”,  He  would  be  very  appreciative  if  readers 
would  also  enlighten  him  on  this  knotty  problem  of  translation. 

In  closing  we  wish  to  express  our  thanks  to  Robert  Archer,  Esq.,  formerly  of  Yale,  who 
will  be  remembered  by  our  older  friends  as  the  discoverer  of  the  now  famous  1961  inverted 
date  Cent  reported  in  The  Numismatic  Review,  Vol.  Ill,  No.  5,  1962.  It  was  Mr.  Archer  who 
first  told  us  about  the  new  Roman  mint.

In  publishing  a passage  from  the  memoirs  of  Prince  Hulow  in  the  last  issue  of  ‘‘I'he 
Numismatic  Review”,  the  Editor  noted  that  the  former  German  Chancellor’s  “reputation  for 
complete  accuracy  leaves  something  to  be  desired”.  The  Editor  couldn’t  have  been  more  right. 
Not  only  was  Prince  Hulow  an  inveterate  liar  (William  II  sacked  him  for  denying  that  the 
“Daily  Telegraph”  Interview  had  been  fully  available  to  him  before  publication),  but  he’s 
wrong  about  the  Order  which  is  the  object  of  the  story  taken  from  his  memoirs. 

If  we  suppose  that  the  general  outline  of  the  story  is  true,  then  the  Order  William  II 
conferred  upon  the  Russian  Foreign  Minister  against  his  Chancellor’s  advice  can  only  have 
been  the  Order  of  Merit  of  the  Prussian  Crown,  and  not  the  Emperor  William  Order.  The 
“not  very  tasteful  ribbon”  mentioned  in  the  German  edition  of  Prince  Bulow’s  memoirs  is 
obviously  the  blue  gold-edged  sash  of  the  former  decoration,  the  badge  of  which  is  made 
conspicuous  by  tho^  four  big  ciphers  “W.  II.”  that  fill  the  angles  of  the  cross.  This  Order 
was  the  one  given  to  Ministers  or  Generals  who  failed  to  qualify  for  the  Black  Eagle. 

The  Emperor  William  Order,  a not  very  tasteful  collar,  was  given  to  Industrialists  and 
other  persons  conspicuous  for  promoting  the  welfare  of  the  working  population.  In  fact,  it 
was  a kind  of  “New  Deal  Medal”.  The  name  of  the  decoration  was  perfectly  appropriate, 
by  the  way.  Upon  Bismarck’s  advice,  William  I had  enacted  social  legislation  which,  according 
to  the  Socialists’  own  testimony,  was  far  ahead  of  the  bourgeois  French  Republic,  not  to 
mention  the  United  States  as  they  were  before  the  era  of  Samuel  Gompers.  Both  decorations, 
of  course,  are  rare  as  they  were  given  only  for  a limited  number  of  years — and  this  may  be 
of  interest  to  Collectors. 


A DIPLOMAT  AND  THE  ORDER  OF  THE  HATH 

“It  was  on  the  28th  June  1895  that  1 experienced  one  of  the  most  pleasant  surprises  of 
my  life.  On  opening  a letter  on  my  writing-table  in  the  Chancery  1 found  that  it  contained 
an  offer  from  Lord  Roseberry  (then  Prime  Minister)  of  a C.B.  couched  in  charming  but 
simple  words.  1 was  enchanted  at  my  good  fortune,  for  although  1 was  at  that  time  rather 
senior  in  my  grade,  having  completed  fifteen  years’  service  with  pay  of  less  than  £400  a 
year,  it  was  very  exceptional  for  a Secretary  in  that  grade  to  receive  so  high  an  honour  as 
the  C.B.,  and  I was  the  only  instance  at  the  time. 

A year  later,  as  I was  sitting  with  Lord  Rosebery  in  the  Champs  Elysees  listening  to  his 
most  interesting  reminiscenes  of  the  Second  Empire  during  his  visits  to  Paris  as  quite  a young 
man,  I asked  him  why  he  had  given  me  such  a high  decoration.  He  replied  that  he  had  wished 
two  years  earlier  to  mark  his  appreciation  of  my  services  at  Bucharest,  but  at  that  time  no 
C.B.  was  vacant.  Had  1 then  asked  for  a recognition  of  my  work  at  Bucharest  as,  he  said,  so 
many  do  in  such  cases,  some  of  whose  names  he  quoted,  he  would  not  have  refused  my 
request  but  would  have  given  me  a lower  distinction.  As,  however,  I had  not  done  so,  he  had 
decided  to  give  me  the  C.B.  as  soon  as  a vacancy  occurred  in  the  Order.  1 need  hardly  say 
that  though  I have  more  than  once  refused  the  offer  of  a British  Order  for  reasons  which  1 
regarded  as  sufficient,  I have  never  asked  for  one,  and  it  is  difficult  to  imagine  how  anybody 
could  have  the  brass  to  do  so,  though  I knew  such  to  be  frequently  the  case.”

One  of  unappreciated  aspects  of  the  nuKlern  age  is  the  eitsc  with  which  payment  for  goods 
and  services  can  be  made  over  great  distances.  In  Ancient  limes,  although  accounts,  drafts 
and  other  banking  methods  were  used,  eventually  payment  in  hard  money  was  necessary. 
I'he  transport  of  gold  and  silver  coin  through  dangerous  and  uncivilized  lands  was  subject 
to  enormous  hazards.  Merchants  in  the  Middle  Ages  had  to  contend  with  similar  obstacles  to 
trade,  but  banking  continued  to  grow  and  offer  new'  solutions  to  this  old  problem. 

Hven  by  the  ISth  C entury  the  difficulty  of  effecting  long  distance  payments  still  per- 
sisted in  spite  of  the  fact  that  many  of  the  earlier  hazards  had  been  eliminated  thanks  to 
regular  mail  routes  and  the  use  of  universally  accepted  bank  notes  which  had  come  to  be 
regarded  as  cash.  Nevertheless,  bank  notes  sent  by  mail  were  open  to  the  danger  of  robbery 
on  the  King’s  Highw'ay.  The  “Knights  of  the  Road",  romanticized  by  barqiihar.  Fielding  and 
Sheridan,  made  a regular  practice  of  lifting  the  mail  pouches  as  well  as  valuables  from 
passengers  t)f  the  Royal  mail  coaches.  I hefts  of  this  kind  were  remarkably  common.

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I’he  specimen  shown  in  the  I’ostmasler  (ienenil's  Broadside  instructing  the  public 
how  to  cut  notes  before  sending  them  by  mail. 

To  foil  mail  robbers  the  Postmaster  Cieneral  of  F.ngland  suggested  a plan  for  halving 
bank  notes,  sending  each  half  by  a different  post.  I he  specimen  illustiated  here  was  adver- 
tised in  a broadside  put  up  “at  every  Post  Office  in  the  kingdom”  by  command  of  the 
Postmaster  Cieneral  in  1782.  Ihe  brt)adside  went  on  to  say  that  all  persons  “at  present 
uninformed,  who  may  have  occasion  to  send  bank  notes  by  the  Post"  were  advised  to  cut 
them  in  two  parts  according  to  the  specimen  “where  it  is  marked  with  a black  line,  and  send 
them  by  different  posts;  first  writing  the  name,  date  and  year  at  one  end  of  the  note,  and 
the  letter  and  number  at  the  other  end;  by  this  means  each  part  will  contain  a sufficient 
specification  of  the  whole,  and  prevent  any  kind  of  difficulty  in  the  payment  of  it  at  the 
Hank  of  Hngland  to  the  right  owner,  in  case  of  the  loss  of  the  other  part."  Fhe  specimen 
was  modelled  after  the  Hank  of  Hngland  ten  pound  note,  the  smallest  note  then  issued  by 
the  Hank. 
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These  instructions  throw  an  interesting  light  on  the  great  simplicity  of  design  which 
characterized  Eighteenth  Century  notes  as  well  as  their  relatively  limited  use.  For  example 
it  was  not  until  1810  that  the  Bank’s  notes  had  numbers  printed  on  both  sides  so  that  when 
they  were  cut  it  was  no  longer  necessary  for  the  sender  to  write  the  numbers  in  himself  on 
each  half.  At  the  same  time  the  fact  that  the  smallest  denomination  in  1782  was  ten  pounds 
(an  enormous  sum  of  money  for  those  days)  indicates  they  were  only  used  in  fairly  large 
transactions  and  so  were  not  very  familiar  as  “money”  to  a great  part  of  the  population. 

The  difficulties  created  by  mail  robbery  that  the  Postmaster  General  meant  to  ease  are 
well  illustrated  in  a contemporary  legal  case  in  1758  (the  celebrated  suit  of  Miller  v.  Race) 
heard  before  the  great  Lord  Mansfield.  The  case  description  stated: 

“William  Finney  being  possessed  of  this  bank  note  (the  subject  of  the  law 
suit)  on  the  11th  of  December  1756,  sent  it  by  the  general  post,  under  cover, 
directed  to  one  Bernard  Odenharty,  at  Chipping  Norton  in  Oxfordshire; 
that  on  the  same  night  the  mail  was  robbed,  and  the  bank  note  in  question 
(amongst  other  notes)  taken  and  carried  away  by  the  robber;  that  this  bank 
note  on  the  12th  of  the  same  December,  came  into  the  hands  and  possession 
of  the  plaintiff,  for  a full  and  valuable  consideration,  and  in  the  usual  course 
and  way  of  his  business,  and  without  any  notice  or  knowledge  of  this  bank 
note  being  taken  out  of  the  mail.” 

The  problem,  of  course,  was  that  the  sender  claimed  the  note  was  his  property  when 
the  plaintiff  in  the  action  presented  it  to  the  Bank  for  redemption,  after  receiving  it  through 
normal  commercial  channels.  The  plaintiff  had  been  refused  payment  on  the  note  because  the 
original  sender  had  alerted  the  Bank  that  it  had  been  stolen.  Mansfield  found  for  the  plaintiff 
in  an  opinion  which  was  important  for  the  development  of  the  negotiability  and  fungibility 
of  bank  notes  as  “paper”  money.  He  declared: 

“(Bank  notes)  are  not  goods,  not  securities,  nor  documents  for  debts,  nor 
are  so  esteemed:  but  are  treated  as  money,  as  cash,  in  the  ordinary  course 
and  transaction  of  business,  by  the  general  consent  of  mankind:  which  gives 
them  the  credit  and  currency  of  money,  to  all  intents  and  purposes.  They 
are  as  much  money,  as  guineas  themselves  are;  or  any  other  current  coin, 
that  is  used  in  common  payments,  as  money  or  cash.  It  has  been  quaintly 
said  ‘that  the  reason  why  m.oney  cannot  be  followed  is,  because  it  has  no 
ear-mark’:  but  this  is  not  true.  The  true  reason  is,  upon  account  of  the 
currency  of  it:  it  cannot  be  recovered  after  it  has  passed  in  currency.  So, 
in  case  of  money  stolen,  the  true  owner  cannot  recover  it,  after  it  has  been 
paid  away  fairly  and  honestly  upon  a valuable  and  bona  fide  consideration: 
but  before  money  has  passed  in  currency,  an  action  may  be  brought  for  the 
money  itself.” 

Lastly  Mansfield  stated  his  real  reason  in  a typical  remark  showing  his  great  concern 
with  the  promotion  of  trade  and  commerce: 

“A  bank  note  is  constantly  and  universally,  both  at  home  and  abroad, 
treated  as  money,  as  cash;  and  paid  and  received  as  cash;  and  it  is  necessary 
for  the  purposes  of  commerce,  that  their  currency  should  be  established 
and  secured.” 

No  doubt  the  unfortunate  Mr.  Finney  would  have  appreciated  the  great  benefits  to  be 
derived  from  the  Postmaster  General’s  suggestion  made  twenty-six  years  later !

E.  C'.  Joslin;  The  Staiichird  ( ataiosiic  of  Uritish  Orders,  Decorations  and  Medals  » illi  \ alu- 
ations.  113  pp.,  61  Plates.  Spink  & Son.  l td..  London,  1969.  $5.00  postpaid. 


In  the  past  collectors  of  orders,  decorations  and  uar  medals  often  had  difficulty  ex- 
plaining to  their  incredulous  sisters,  cousins,  aunts  and  tithers  that  they  \sere  no  more  peculiar 
than  any  other  hobbyists.  All  the  \Norkl  knov\s  about  stamps  and  coins  but  at  one  time  most 
people  seemed  to  take  a dubious  view  of  the  medal  collector  who  was  often  suspected  of 
engaging  in  an  unholy  plot  to  buy  awards  he  had  not  earned.  In  (ireat  Britain  there  are 
recorded  cases  of  retired  Colonels  and  indignant  old  ladies  visiting  dealers  in  decorations  to 
confirm  their  worst  suspicions.  In  outraged  tones  they  would  declare  rather  than  ask,  “You 
mean  to  tell  me  you  actually  sell  Victoria  Crosses’*!  In  America  occasionally  an  I-.  H.  1.  Agent 
with  nothing  more  important  to  do  for  the  moment  will  unexpecteiily  resurrect  a hoary  old 
Federal  Statute  forbidding  the  sale  of  U.  S.  decorations  and  medals.  In  the  process  he  inter- 
feres with  other  people’s  innocent  fun  (until  he  forgets  about  the  whole  business)  and  only 
succeeds  for  a short  time  in  driving  the  collector  to  the  subterfuge  of  pursuing  his  hobby 
under  the  guise  of  “exchanging”  rather  than  buying. 

During  the  last  five  years  the  number  of  hobbyists  who  have  found  themselves  attracted 
to  decorations  and  war  medals  has  undergone  a vast  increase.  As  a result  the  public  image  of 
both  the  individual  collector  and  his  specialty  has  improved  considerably.  The  magnitude  of 
the  change  which  has  taken  place  is  now  emphasized  by  the  appearance  of  what  is  really  the 
first  “Standard  catalogue”  (as  the  words  are  underst(.)od  in  the  world  of  stamps  and  coins) 
devoted  to  the  insignia  of  British  Orders  of  Knighthood,  decorations,  and  war  medals  — 
a series  regarded  by  the  great  majority  ol  collectors  as  being  of  the  highest  interest.  The 
catalogue  is  written  by  Mr.  F.  C.  Joslin,  the  Manager  of  Spink  & Son's  medal  department, 
a man  known  to  almost  every  serious  collector  in  the  field.  As  the  publisher  says  in  the 
Foreward,  Mr.  Joslin  “is  an  enthusiast,  a professional  to  his  fingertips”.  Anyone  w'ho  has 
made  the  author's  acquaintance  in  his  fascinating  office  in  Spink’s  premises  on  King  Street, 
St.  James’s,  will  agree  that  this  observation  might  be  classed  as  a spectacular  understatement. 
And  it  is  almost  superfluous  to  add  that  he  has  never  been  one  to  spurn  a fractional  guinea. 
The  services  he  and  other  professionals  have  rendered  the  hobby  over  the  last  twenty  years 
have  been  of  the  greatest  value  — the  proper  duty  of  professionals  in  any  field  of  endeavor. 

The  pioneer  catalogue  is  an  attractively  produced  book  with  stiff  card  covers  carrying 

colored  halftones  of  the  Clarter  on  one  side  and  the  Victoria  Cross  on  the  other,  both  re- 

produced from  photographs.  The  contents  are  divided  into  three  sections.  After  a few  wise 
words  from  the  author,  the  insignia  of  orders  are  listed,  following  by  the  decorations  and  war 
medals.  It  is  consistent  with  the  object  of  the  catalogue  that  these  pieces  are  not  described 
but  rather  furnished  with  reasonable  valuations  for  the  standard  types.  About  half  of  the  113 
pages  are  devoted  to  59  plates  illustrating  over  275  different  subjects,  including  the  Orders  of 
Knighthood,  w'ith  a bonus  in  the  form  of  two  color  plates  of  classic  war  medals  originally 
used  by  Mayo  and  Cordon. 

As  a matter  of  information  it  should  be  added  that  one  aspect  of  the  new  publication 

has  given  rise  to  comment  in  Great  Britain.  After  a favorable  review  of  the  book  in  “Coins, 

Medals  & Currency  Weekly”  (the  British  equivalent  of  “Coin  World")  that  useful  journal  was 
deluged  with  a series  of  letters  complaining  that  many  of  the  prices  were  much  too  low. 
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Apart  Ironi  specific  detail,  thi)se  letters  which  were  published  seemed  to  have  elements  in 
common  — disappointment  that  the  prices  were  not  scaled  on  a very  high  level  and  an 
objection  to  anything  that  might  interfere  with  the  pattern  of  a perpetual  increase  forever.  We 
can  remember  the  time  in  this  country  when  any  suggestion  that  certain  types  of  merchandise 
might  not  follow  the  same  path  was  treated  as  numismatic  high  treason  and,  in  one  instance, 
grounds  fo**  malicious  libel.  Mr.  Joslin’s  own  reply  to  these  objections  is  very  much  to  the 
point.  He  writes,  “One  doesn't  want  to  see  the  kind  of  rat-race  one  sees  sometimes  in  the 
coin  world,  with  prices  leaping  up,  and  up,  and  up.  It  is  far  better  to  be  a little  conservative 
over  these  figures  than  the  other  way  around”. 

The  technical  book  without  errors  has  never  been  published.  The  expert  who  waits  until 
he  thinks  he  knows  everything  seldom  writes  at  all.  Undoubtedly  errors  in  this  work  will  be 
found  by  specialists.  These  gentlemen  should  control  their  blood  pressure  and  calmly 
write  the  author.  He  is  under  no  illusions  about  having  achieved  perfection  and  invites  com- 
ments with  a view  of  improving  the  next  edition.  But  the  collector  who  waits  for  the  2nd 
edition  will  miss  the  boat  if  he  doesn’t  acquire  this  one  first.  It  is  very  nice  effort  in  every 
way,  and  good  value  for  the  money.

Laura  Breglia:  Roman  Imperial  Coins  — Their  Art  and  Technique.  Translated  by  Peter  Green. 
236  pp.  Frederick.  A.  Praeger,  New  York  and  Washington.  $20.00 


There  have,  of  late,  been  so  many  lightweight  books  on  coins  and  coin  collecting  that 
it  is  a pleasure  to  encounter  Roman  Imperial  Coins  which,  while  aimed  at  a fairly  popular 
readership,  still  has  a satisfactorily  solid  content  and  something  new  to  impart.  It  is  a pity 
that  the  title  of  this  English  version  has  shifted  to  emphasis  which  is  better  expressed  in  the 
original  Italian  title,  E’arte  romana  nelle  nionete  delT  Eta  Imperiale,  for  the  reader,  ex- 
pecting a full-scale  treatment  on  the  lines  of  the  recent  Greek  Coins  by  Kraay  and  Hirmer, 
will  be  disappointed.  The  substance  is  really  that  of  the  sub-title  — “art  and  technique”  in 
Roman  Imperial  Coins. 

This  is  a theme  which  has  hitherto  received  all  too  little  attention.  An  introduction  by 
Ranuccio  Bianchi  Bandinelli  considers  medallic  art  through  the  four  centuries  of  empire, 
with  thoughts  on  its  relation  to  other  art  forms,  and  traces  the  successive  influence  of  Hellen- 
ism, the  upsurge  of  “plebeian”  or  popular  art,  and  the  beginnings  of  the  style  that  was  to 
become  Byzantine.  Professor  Breglia’s  discussion  of  individual  coins  reinforces  and  exem- 
plifies these  developments,  and  adds  notes  of  more  general  interest  in  the  selected  pieces. 

In  a book  of  this  nature  the  illustrations  are  of  prime  importance.  The  coins  have  been 
well  selected  to  illustrate  the  central  theme  and  its  details,  but  as  so  often  in  Roman  im- 
perial studies  a disproportionate  share  of  attention  is  directed  to  the  early  empire.  The  standard 
of  reproduction  is  good  within  the  limits  of  the  material.  Surely,  where  the  subject  is  artistic 
excellence,  much  greater  care  and  effort  should  have  been  expended  on  securing  the  very  best 
obtainable  example.  The  condition  of  some  of  the  coins  used  scarcely  allows  one  to  appre- 
ciate the  point  made  by  the  text.
